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In claims 16,17, "oxidating" is misspelled and it appears that - oxidizing - was 
intended. 

In claims 16,17, "sulfidating" is misspelled and it appears that - sulfiding - was 
intended. 

In claims 16,17, "phosphidating" is misspelled and it appears that - phosphiding 
-was intended. 

Claims 16,17,23,24 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. In claims 16,17, 
"thermally decomposing, reducing, oxidating, sulfidating and/or phosphidating of the 
reaction mixture" does not limit claim 1 from which they depend because "thermal 
decomposition, reduction, oxidation, sulfidation, and phosphidation are all required by 
claim 1. 

Claim 23 does not further limit claim 5 because claim 23 recites additional metals 
such as chromium and manganese. 

Claim 24 does not further limit claim 5 because claim 24 additionally recites 
phosphate which is not required by claim 5. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

In claim 1, "forming the nanorods by reacting the reaction mixture, wherein the 
reacting further comprises thermal decomposition, reduction, oxidation, sulfidation and 
phosphidation" is new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, "forming the nanorods ... and phosphidation" is indefinite as to how all 
these reactions can take place in order to form a metal, for example, as is instantly 
claimed; or how it is possible for both sulfidation and phosphidation to occur in the 
formation of metal nitrides as is instantly claimed. 

In claim 3, "of the periodic table of elements" is indefinite as to which one this is 
referring to, therefore it is indefinite as which metals are included by the claim. 
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In claims 3,5, "said metal precursors" lack(s) proper antecedent basis in the 
claim(s). It appears that - said metal precursor - was intended. 

In claim 4, "the metal precursors" lack(s) proper antecedent basis in the claim(s). 
It appears that - the metal precursor - was intended. 

In claim 5, "wherein the metal salts comprise metals and either anions or 
alkoxides" is indefinite because the metal salts were previously recited in the claim to 
consist of the recited metal salts. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Applicant's arguments filed January 19, 2007 have been fully considered and 
they are persuasive.
